KENTUCKIAN COES 


TO DEATH IN CHAIR 


Eddy vile, Ky., Feb. ll (ZP) — 
Calmly and steadily Sylvester 
Warner, 29 -year-old convicted 
robbery slayer, walked early Fri­ 
day to a death he expected more 
than fou r years ago. 
Two 
charges 
of 
electricity 
ended Warner’s life in the elec­ 
tric chair at Western Kentu cky 
penitentiary ju st as he finished 
citing the Lord’s prayer. 
Warner, termed the “forgot­ 
ten man” becau se of his long 
confinement in the prison death- 
hou se, was convicted with two 
others of robbing and beating to 
death John White, 82, and his 
ex-soldier son, Clay White, 54, on 
the night of December 3, 1933. 
The robbery netted $11 in cash. 
Warner and Hu ston Jeffries 
were sentenced to death. Carl 
Hardin, third convicted you th, 
received life imprisonment. 
On the eve of the schedu led 
execu tions Oct. 23, 1934, Ru by 
Laffoon, then governor, com­ 
mu ted Jeffries* sentence to life 
imprisonment and granted War­ 
ner a stay of execu tion for 
fu rther stu dy of the case. 
Laffoon 
was 
su cceeded 13 
months later by Gov. A. B. 
Chandler. 
Althou gh the case 
bobbed u p several times, Warner’s 
“temporary” 
stay 
lengthened. 
Last month Governor Chandler 
reviewed the slayings and fixed 
the execu tion date. 
Warner remained in a death 
cell continu ou sly from Feb. 17, 
1934, u ntil late yesterday when 
he was taken to the prison hos­ 
pital for a medical examination. 
Fou r physicians said he was 
“mentally squ nd.”

TIE-UP IS REVEALED 


Nashville, Tenn., Feb. IO (ZP)— 
The Tennessee Electric Power 
company (a su bsidiary of Com­ 
monwealth and Sou thern) was 
declared gu ilty, in an opinion re­ 
leased by the State Pu blic Utili­ 
ties Commission today, of u sing 
u nlawfu l devices to give prefer­ 
ential treatment to a newspaper 
favorable to it and opposed to 
the movement for pu blic power. 
The opinion was on a citation 
of 917 cou nts charging the com­ 
pany with improper condu ct in 
its relations with the Chattanoo­ 
ga Free Press, an afternoon daily, 
and 
the 
Chattanooga 
Home 
Stores, a retail chain operated by 
the pu blisher of the paper. 
It stated that a certificate of 
its findings wou ld be issu ed to a 
district attorney, who is requ ired 
to bring su it for the state to re­ 
cover penalties imposed. 
A code section was cited men­ 
tioning a fine of not less than 
$500 nor more than $2,000 for 
discriminatory practices by a 
u tility. What penalty wou ld be 
asked was not stated, bu t the 
opinion said the company was 
fou nd gu ilty on each separate 
cou nt enu merated. 
The Commission declared the 
newspaper since 1936 had con­ 
du cted “a cru sade against the 
pu blic power program” proposed 
for Chattanooga throu gh a tieu p 
with the TVA, and that the Ten­ 
nessee Electric Power Company 
had given “u nlawfu l preference” 
to the paper by paying higher- 
than-regu lar advertising rates, 
making a $10,000 cash payment 
in the gu ise of attorney fees, and 
selling it electric energy at less 
than schedu led rates.

Nominated for Bench 


Washington, Feb. ll (ZP)—^Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s requ est for an 
extra $150,000,000 WPA appropri­ 
ation brou ght congressional de­ 
mands today for a carefu l scru ti­ 
ny of relief needs. 
Many 
legislators 
expressed 
willingness to vote for addition­ 
al fu nds if the necessity was 
demonstrated, bu t there were in­ 
dications that neither Senate 
nor Hou se wou ld act qu ickly or 
withou t extensive inqu iry. 
The President’s requ est was 
sent to Capitol Hill yesterday — 
three days after he had signed 
the $7 25,000,000 relief measu re 
approved last week. 
That bill carried $150,000,000 
less than Mr. Roosevelt had re­ 
qu ested to operate the WPA u ntil 
Ju ne 30. It provided that not 
more than 150,000 of the pres­ 
ent 3,000,000 WPA workers cou ld 
be dismissed du ring Febru ary 
and March, and it au thorized 
the President to ask a su pple­ 
mental appropriation in event 
of an emergency. 
Utilizing the emergency pro­ 
vision, Mr. Roosevelt declared 
that u nless fu rther money is 
appropriated, WPA rolls will u n­ 
dergo “a very drastic redu ction” 
April I. 
After that date, he said, at 
least 1,500,000 workers wou ld 
have to be dismissed. 
He de­ 
clared that 
almost 2,000,000 
wou ld have to be taken from the 
rolls if proper WPA reserves 
were to be maintained. 
Rep. Woodru m (D.-Va), who 
had charge of the last relief 
measu re, said he did not know 
what action the Hou se Appro­ 
priations Committee wou ld take 
“or whether it will take any.” 
He said he had not changed his 
opinion that $7 25,000,000 was 
su fficient to keep the WPA going 
u ntil Ju ne 30. 
Chairman Taylor (D., Colo.) of 
the committee indicated there 
wou ld be no hasty action.

Roosevelt’s previou s requ est, re­ 
called that the measu re provides 
for an investigation of relief 
rolls with a view to eliminating 
workers who are not in actu al 
need. 
“The people of the variou s 
commu nities who are familiar 
with the situ ation,” Byrnes said, 
will agree that su ch an investi­ 
gation made in good faith will 
resu lt in removing from the rolls 
thou sands who are now holding 
jobs and who are not in actu al 
need.”

Setters Lea d In Tria l Wins 
But Po inter Ma y Ta k e Cro wn 


‘MOST VALUABLE’

Grand Ju nction, Tenn.—The 
age-old argu ment over the mer­ 
its of pointers and setters is ju st 
as hot now as it was in ancient 
days when man first tramped 
throu gh the woods with a hu nt­ 
ing dog at his side. 
The approach of another Na­ 
tional Field Trial dog champion­ 
ship serves to add fu el to the 
flames. The national champion­ 
ship will be ru n over the Ames 
plantation here starting Febru ­ 
ary 28. 
Merits of setters and pointers 
provide tinder for heated con­ 
troversy. Each breed has its 
stau nch su pporters. Some say the 
pointer can be trained more rap­ 
idly. Others consider the setter a 
more stylish hu nter, faster afoot 
and possessed, perhaps, of great­ 
er stamina. 
In the long series since the na­ 
tional championship was fou nd­ 
ed in 1896 by Hobart Ames, 
wealthy Bostonian, the shaggy- 
haired setters hold a slight ad­ 
vantage, 21 championships to 20, 
bu t the close-cropped pointers 
have come with a ru sh in recent 
years. 
Du ring the classic’s first dozen 
years, the long-haired hu nters 
swept home u ninterru ptedly with 
major honors, bu t in 1909 Mani­ 
toba Rap, white, liver and ticked 
pointer, halted this streak with 
an “u pset” victory. Comanche 
Frank, sired by the great stu d 
Fishers Frank, du plicated in 
1914 and since then pointers have 
won 19 of the 24 meets. 
Cou nt Gladstone IV, a setter, 
won the first ru nning of the Na­ 
tional. In 1899 a black, white and 
tan bu ndle of whipcord 
and 
steel, 
Joe 
Cu mming, 
became 
champion. He flan the final heat 
with a badly-inju red leg bu t 
rolled u p an astonishing nu mber 
of bevy points. 
t 
Mary Montrose, 
white-and- 
liver dau ghter of the 1914 cham­ 
pion, Comanche Frank, was the 
first three-time winner, in 1917 - 
19-20. Other triple champions 
were the pointer Becky Broom 
Hill and Feagin’s Mohawk Pal, a 
nimble-footed setter whose vic­ 
tories in 1926-28-30 did mu ch to 
bolster the fading prestige pf his 
breed.

The National’s “first family,” 


however, was that of the setter, 
Cou nt Whitestone, La Besita was 
the fifth and last champion sired 
by^the Cou nt. Others preceding 
her were Pioneer, Prince White- 
stone, Cou nt Whitestone II and 
Commissioner. 
Fishers Frank sired what is 
acclaimed by many as the ou t­ 
standing pointer strain, produ c­ 
ing su ch front ru nners as John 
Proctor, 
Ferris 
Jake,

Shoals Jake, Air Pilot and Air 
Pilot’s Sam, winner of last year’s 
championship. 
A half-dozen dogs, all pointers, 
are in the front rank of favorites 
for the 1939 championship. These 
inclu de Bess Blu e Willing, Scalp­ 
er, Village Ben, Timbu ctoo, Les­ 
ter’s Enjoy Wahoo and Aid Pilot's 
Sam.

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TIES THAT BIND 
If the newly created Bu reau of Cu ltu ral Re­ 
lations at Washington carries ou t the optimistic 
aims of its directors, a long stride toward world­ 
wide good will shou ld b e the resu lt. 
Dr. Ben M. Cherrington, former chairman of 
international relations at the University of Den­ 
ver, is the man chosen to head one of the b est- 
intentioned, if least practical, programs for the 
fu rtherance of b etter cu ltu ral relations b etween 
nations of the Western Hemisphere that has 
ever b een devised. The ob jective, of cou rse, is 
that of “u niting” the democracies. 
Operating throu gh the State Department, this 
division of cu ltu ral relations mu st of necessity 
pick its way carefu lly or b e accu sed of dissem­ 
inating political propaganda. Perish the thou ght! 
Particu larly now, after Lima, when the world 
is watching the Fascist “b oring from within” b e­ 
ing done in Sou th America, will it b e u rgent for 
ou r “cu ltu ral information” campaign to limit 
itself strictly to non-political preachments. 
However, here’s the theme-song of the b u reau ’s 
head, dovelike and flu te-voiced: 
“If we can weave together the spiritu al and 
intellectu al achievements and aspirations of the 
people of the world, we will b e creating the fab ric 
of peace.” 
And it might b e ob served parenthetically that 
the weaving is to b e done throu gh schools, radio 
and professional organizations, those often rab id 
and seldom carefu l pu rveyors of new social 
credos. 
All that we who are not memb ers of this cu l­ 
tu ral ju nketing crew can hope is that, in an 
ex cess of fire and fervor, ou r emissaries of de­ 
mocracy won’t weave the web of so-called cu l­ 
tu re so tightly that a net of misu nderstanding 
will’ catch b oth Americas in its ill-fated mesh, 
with the tax payers footing the b ill, and, at the 
same time, taking it on the chin. 


COTTON’S LOSS ABROAD 
Latest statistics on cotton make u p a cu riou s 
pictu re of b rightness and shadow. 
Consu mption b y domestic mills in Decemb er 
last was 31 per cent ahead of a year ago and, 
with the ex ception of 1936, was the largest for 
the month in 12 years. The situ ation changed 
little in the first half of last month. 
Now for the shadow. Ex ports in Decemb er, 
1937, were ex ceptionally low, b u t for the same 
month of 1938 there was a fu rther decline of 39 
per cent, the 361,000 ru nning b ales sold ab road 
having b een the smallest nu mb er since 1881. The 
shadow is deepened b y the fact that ex ports of 
India cotton in the same month was two and 
one-half times more than a year earlier, and 
Brazil estab lished a new high in sales ab road 
from Au gu st to Octob er. 
The Agricu ltu re Department ex plains the 
American ex port lag is “largely attrib u tab le to 
the lowest level of cotton consu mption in foreign 
cou ntries in three years, to the fu rther su b stitu ­ 
tion of foreign cotton for American cotton and 
to the fact that some foreign u sers of American 
cotton have b een redu cing their stocks and others 
have increased stocks very little.” Granting the 
lowest foreign consu mption in three years, it does 
not ex plain the lowest ex port total in 58 years, 
particu larly as Japan, ou r b est cu stomer, took 
three times as mu ch last Decemb er as she did in 
the same month a year ago. 
So one is led to conclu de that the major reason, 
in the face of India’s and Brazil’s increases, is 
“fu rther su b stitu tion of foreign cotton for Ameri­ 
can.” And the major reason for su b stitu tion was 
pegging the price for the American produ ct 
ab ove the world market price. That was a costly 
ex periment, b u t, with ou r growers dependent on 
foreign markets for half their crop the qu estion 
now is how to regain what we have lost.

Cherries won’t b e ripe 
for 
some time, b u t that needn’t keep 
you from haring lu sciou s cherry 
pie on Washington’s b irthday. 
Canned cherries are ab ou t as 
good for pies as freshly-picked 
ones. Most hou sewives prefer the 
canned “pie cherries,” as they 
are called, which are pu t u p 
withou t any su gar. They retain 
the flavor, color and tex tu re of 
fresh cherries and are very easy 
to u se. 
i 
The old-fashioned two-cru st 
cherry pie heads the list in pop­ 
u larity, b u t that type has some 
formidab le rivals. 
If you want a pastry that will 
keep well, throu gh 
prepared 
ahead of time, jellied cherry pie 
is the thing. Ifs an u nsu ally fes­ 
tive pie, too. 
Simmer for fifteen minu tes 
three cu ps of u nsweetened red 
cherries with one cu p of granu ­ 
lated su gar and a cu p of cherry 
ju ice. Then drain off ju ice, b irk 
save it. Soak (Hie tab lespoon of 
granu lated gelatin in one-fou rth 
of a cu p of cold water, dissolve in 
the cherry ju ice, reheated to b oil­ 
ing. Chill u ntil qu ite qu ivery. 
Fold in the sweeetened cher­ 
ries, one-fou rth of a teaspoon of 
cinnamon, one-fou rth of a teas­ 
poon of grated orange rind and a 
third of a cu p of b roken nu t­ 
meats (b lack walnu ts preferred). 
Chill u ntil qu ite thick and then 
fill a b aked pie cru st. Keep In a 
cold place u ntil serving time and 
top with whipped cream, slightly 
sweetened and flavored with ju st 
a little chopped candied orange 
peel. 
When you want a pie and don’t 
have any too mu ch time to make 
it, try this opened face tart pie. 
You can make a large one or in­ 
dividu al ones. Bake 
a cru st. 
When serving time is near fill it 
with three cu ps of red cherries 
that have b een cooked with one 
cu p of granu lated su gar and two 
tab lespoons of flou r u ntil thick. 
Cool and cover criss-cross fash­ 
ion with white cream cheese 
pressed throu gh a pastry tu b e. If 
you don’t have a tu b e dab the 
cheese all over the cherries. This 
dessert is good warm or cold. 
Then you can vary the cru st 
for cherry pie b y u sing rolled 
toast or zweib ack cru mb s. Here is 
a recipe: Mix one and a half 
cu ps of rolled zweib ack 
(u n­ 
sweetened) with half a cu p of 
b u tter, a teaspoon of cinnamon 
and one-fou rth of a cu p of light 
b rown su gar. Reserve one-fou rth 
of the cru mb s and pou r rest in a 
b u ttered pie pan. Fill with two 
cu ps of seeded cherries, mix ed 
with two tab lespoons of flou r 
and half a cu p of granu lated su ­ 
gar. Qu ickly cover with reserved 
cru mb s and b ake twenty-five 
minu tes in a slow oven. Cool and 
serve plain 
or topped with 
whipped cream. 
Deep-dish cherry pies have 
many followers, and ju stly so. 
Pou r a two-inch layer of cherry 
mix tu re into a shallow dish or 
pan and cover it with cake b at­ 
ter, pie qru st or rich b iscu it 
dou gh. Bake ab ou t twenty-five 
minu tes in a moderate oven. 
You can ring in changes on 
any kind of cherry pie b y accom­ 
panying it b y hard or lemon 
sau ce or cream cheese mix ed 
with whipped cream or grated 
zippy yellow cheese. Pass 
or 
spread over top of pie ju st b efore 
it is served.

have dropped the caustic acid of 
criticism into Democratic sore 
spots. 
A few of them have spoken 
their mind about the Democratic

Roosevelt’s appointees. Others 
have been critical of what they 
said was a broadening foreign 
policy . But in the house they 
have decided to support a streng­ 
thened national defense pro­ 
gram. 
The session is too y oung y et, 
and the 1940 election too far 
away , for any full delineation of 
their national policies. Nor can 
the shape of the 1938 congres­ 
sional and gubernatorial cam­ 
paigns be taken as any clear pat­ 
tern for 1940. There the issues 
were cut in part to fit local sit­ 
uations, not the nation as a 
whole. 
Nor has any 6ne of the men 
who was projected into the na- 
ional view by the springboard of 
these local issues taken a long 
ead in the speculation over Re­ 
publican presidential candidates. 
The field is still wide open. From 
congress, the party might draw 
men like Senators Taft of Ohio, 
Vandenberg of Michigan, Lodge 
of Massachusetts, Representative 
Barton of New York, or some 
man not y et mentioned. Salton- 
stall, Bricker, James, Fitzgerald 
or some other governor might be 
put forward. 
Outside of this group stands 
an almost-elected governor who 
continues to harvest headlines— 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 
Dewey failed by a whisker to win 
the New York governorship from 
the veteran Herbert H. Lehman. 
Since then he has gone back to 
the job of prosecuting in New 
York City in a way that contin­ 
ues to splash ink across front 
pages. He was mentioned as 
possible presidential candidate 
before his race for governor 
Despite his defeat, he still is. 
Of the old timers, the chie 
one in the field is Herbert Hoov­ 
er. Alf M. Landon of Kansas, who 
ran to a spectacular defeat in 
1936, already has said he would 
not accept the nomination. But 
Mr. Hoover has made no such 
statement. He has been a fre­ 
q uent critic of the Democratic 
administration in speeches deliv­ 
ered from widely scattered sec­ 
tions of the country . 
Mr. Hoover will deliver the 
principal speech at a Lincoln 
dinner in New York Monday . 
Dewey and a number of New 
England governors will be in the 
audience.

Clay ton, N. C. (A3)—Whenever 
the 
Mount 
Moriah 
Baptist 
church needs money to make 
church repairs, buy eq uipment or 
pay the preacher, it does not 
have to take up a collection or 
sell bonds. It just holds a harvest 
auction to which every one within 
25 miles around is invited. 
The church has 260 members, 
all farmers. They bring their 
contributions in kind, deposit 
them in front of the white clap­ 
board church and go inside to 
hear the pastor preach. 
Then they go out into the 
church y ard for a gigantic picnic 
sty le dinner. A long, rough-hewn 
able is loaded with barbecued 
meat, sandwiches, chicken, pies, 
cakes, preserves, salads, deviled 
eggs, corn pone and coffee—all 
provided by the women folks. 
After every one has done jus­ 


tice'to the dinner, the auction 
sale begins. Saleable goods which 
members have donated include 
pigs, chickens, hay fodder, kind­ 
ling, wood, potatoes, apples, wal­ 
nuts, home-canned vegetables, 
preserves, pickles, cakes, pies, 
collard greens, home-made blan­ 
kets and fancy work. 
The big dinner, which is free 
to all, not only attracts a big 
crowd of buy ers but it has put 
every body in a generous mood. A 
dozen eggs brings 60 cents. 
Pastor Powell’s faces beams. 
“We’ll build a whole new church 
if this keeps up,” he say s. An av­ 
erage auction day brings in as 
much as $150 for the church.

(Fro m Pa g e On e) 
priest — even a married man — 
can be elected pope so far as 
church law is concerned. But 
there is not much chance of it 
nowaday s. 
Church discipline makes it al­ 
most as unlikely as it is unheard 
of for a married man to ascend 
the pontifical throne. Custom of 
500 y ears has so channeled Cath­ 
olic thought to selection of a 
pope from the cardinalcy . 
In olden times it was not con­ 
sidered at all anomalous for a 
reigning pontiff to have sprung 
from lay ranks or the obscurity 
of humble priestdom. Likewise, 
noble birth carries no privilege in 
papal elections, although for two 
or three centuries in medieval 
times noble blood carried its 
weight. 
Among the earlier popes, John 
XIX, elected in 1024, and Hadri­ 
an V, in 1276, were lay men. Fe­ 
lix V, the anti-pope who reigned 
from 1439 to 1449, was Duke of 
Savoy and a lay man. Numerous 
deacons and priests sat on the 
pontifical throne during the first 
eleven centuries of the papacy . 
However, since Urban VI, elect­ 
ed in 1378 , only , one pontiff has 
risen from outside the sacred 
college. Pope Pius XI sprang 
from a middle class family , but 
when he was elected he 
cardinal archbishop of Milan.
